The figures of births and deaths for the week endii^g 
30th April, i960 shown in thi® statement relate to 246 
towns in the States of Andhin Pradesh, Bihar, Delhi, 
Kerala, Madhya Pradesh, Madras, Maharashtra, My- 
sore, Orissa, Pondicherry, Punjab, Rajasthan, Uttar Pra- 
desh and West Bengal. These towns account for popu- 
lation of 40,277 thousand out of a total population of 
51,767 thousand in the country in 359 towns, each 
having a population of 30,000 and over. 


In 203 towns having a population of 32,676 in 
Group I where registration is comparatively more 
complete 15,497 births and 6484 deaths were re- 
corded giving a birth rate of 24*7 and a death rate 
of 10 '3 per thousand of population. The rates 
registered in the various States are as follows ; this 
week the data for towns in the Gujrat State were not 
received and hence the current week figures for the 
Maharashtra part of the erstwhile Bombay State only 
shown while the figures for the corresponding w/e 
are last year relate to the old Bombay state*
